M ilw a u k e e , June 29.—Reports of 
State w eather bureau correspondents 
indicate a continual improvement in 
the crop conditions in 
nearly all 
sections of the state. 
Sunshiny weather, w ith well dis­ 
tributed 
showers, during the past 
week, have improved all crops, includ­ 
ing hay, hut the latter will necessari­ 
ly be short. 
Corn and potatoes are 
in very good condition; the winter 
wheat is expected to he better than 
was anticipated some ten days ago, 
and the spring grains show quite a 
m arked improvement. 
The weather was warmer than usual 
and the beneficial effects of the show­ 
ers was 
therefore 
reduced corres­ 
pondingly, the high tem perature and 
sunshine causing a more rapid evapor­ 
ation and drying out of the soil. 
Considerable more rain is ueeded in 
all the eastern, northeastern and cen­ 
tral counties to assure continued crop 
improvements. 
In the southern coun­ 
ties the past week’s conditions were 
most favorable to the further improve­ 
m ent of crops. 
In the western coun 
ties the heaviest rainfalls occurred, av­ 
eraging from ihree-fourtlis of an inch 
to an inch, with warm and cloudy 
w eather conditions in the northw est­ 
ern counties. 
Generally throughout the eastern 
half of the state, from Illinois north­ 
ward to upper Michigan, the rains of 
the past week ranged from one-fourth 
to one-half of an inch. 
In this area 
the rains were local and generally 
well distributed, but there are some 
few localities where the drouth con­ 
tinues with severity, and where the 
rains of the week were barely appre­ 
ciable, notably in Dodge, Adams, Mar­ 
quette, Green Lake, Waukesha, Port­ 
age, Waupaca and Outagamie counties, 
representing the east central portion 
of the state. 
Forest fires continue in the northern 
counties. 
Potato bugs are working consider­ 
able damage in some sections. 
Haying has fairly commenced, and 
it is anticipated th at a second growth 
of grass may be obtained with a fav­ 
orable season, and thus bring the hay 
crop to nearly an average. 
Corn is knee high in many sections, 
and is improving rapidly, 
The cranberry crop is now estim­ 
ated at slightly less than last season, 
the damage by frost having been 
greater than heretofore anticipated. 
Small fruits are generally promis­ 
ing.

New Yoke, June 29.—The World 
gives a resume of President Harrison’s 
recent journey, during which he trav­ 
eled over 10,000 miles, striking the ex­ 
treme western boundary of the coun­ 
try as far south as Galveston and as far 
north as Seattle and occupying thirty- 
one days. 
The journey was marked, 
the World 
says, 
by 
the number 
and quality of the speeches made 
by the president ta response to the 
spontaneous demands of the people. 
There were 142 of these speeches, and 
as they were meagerly reported by 
telegraph the World has secured a copy 
of them, revised and chronologically 
arranged by the official stenographer, 
aud prints them in fu ll The paper has 
also secured an interview with the 
president, in which he gives a personal 
commentary upon the journey. 
In it 
the president says substantially: 
“My visit to the south and to the Pacific 
country was a series of daily surprises, and I 
experienced a keen sense of personal en­ 
joyment and gratification from the beginning 
to the end. 
The mountain regions of the 
Carolinas, of 
Tennessee and of 
Georgia, 
with 
the 
new 
industrial 
communities 
which 
have 
sprung 
into 
existence, can­ 
not fail to interest. They afford a vision of the 
great south that Is to come—a south of in­ 
creased 
industry, 
prosperity and material 
wealth. The reception 
I received was a 
tribute (rf respect to the presidential of­ 
fice and of hospitality and 
courtesy to­ 
ward the 
individual. 
I oan 
say 
with­ 
out reservation 
that from first to last I 
was received with kindness by everybody. Per­ 
m it me to say that the regard for the national 
emblem — the flag of a common country— 
which I everywhere beheld, was very agree­ 
able. 
The men of the scrtith realize to-day 
as they never did before that we have In 
the United States a great and powerful 
nation of which they are proud. It is no longer, 
as formerly. ‘I am a Carolinian,* 'I am a Geor­ 
gian,’ or ‘I am an Alabamian.’ It la instead, T 
am a citizen of the United States.* The 
changes are a step in the universal progress 
which we as Americans are experiencing, and I 
was glad and proud to recognize this tendency.

at the window, while Mme. Mikea 
stood by his side with a box of cart­ 
ridges.

were passing in the street below, while 
the lady handed him the cartridges as 
fast as he emptied his gun. 
De Plinval 
fired fully twenty shots in rapid suc­ 
cession, and as his condition did not 
permit 
him 
to 
take definite alin 
he 
was fortunate 
enough to 
hit 
but 
two persons. 
At 10:30, how­ 
ever, 
Mme. 
Cachaca 
Czi, 
who 
lives in another apartment in th® same 
house, was shot by him. 
By this time 
the news of what was going en had 
spread, and there was an immense 
crowd in the street, 
Several men, 
bolder than 
their 
comrades, 
tried 
to 
stop 
the fusillade 
by 
enter­ 
ing 
and 
endeavoring 
to 
force 
the 
doors, 
but 
the 
bartucade 
made that impossible. 
Then Baron 
de Plinval 
conceived 
the 
idea 
of 
attacking the crowd and creating a sen­ 
sation in another way. 
He therefore 
began to throw the contents of his 
apartment into the courtyard below. 
Chair 
succeeded 
chair, and 
other 
pieces of furniture 
followed, while 
heavier ornaments with which aim 
could be taken were hurled at the heads 
of the crowd below. 
The excitement 
now was at fever heat, but presently 
the commissaire of the district, ac­ 
companied by a number of policemen, 
arrived on the scene. 
Two police­ 
men endeavored to enter the build­ 
ing, but at that moment De Plinval 
was 
seen 
at 
the window armed 
with his fatal rifle, the 
crack of 
which 
was 
heard 
as 
two 
men 
fell to the ground shot by the madman. 
Almost simultaneously with his appear­ 
ance at the window the astonished 
crowd 
noticed 
a 
bright 
light in 
the 
apartment. 
The 
drapery had 
been fired by him. 
In a few minutes 
the whole place 
was ablaze. 
The 
first fireman who made an effort to 
direct a stream of water on the burn­ 
ing building met the fate which had 
been meted out to the two officer* of 
the law, for De Plinval took deliberate 
aim and shot him. 
Then he com­ 
menced a final fusilade from the win­ 
dow. Bottles and glass were fired with 
all the force of which he was capable 
and they were interspersed with bul­ 
lets. 
Suddenly the noise ceased, and on 
this the police took courage to make 
another attempt to storm the apart­ 
ment, 
which during all this 
time 
had 
continued 
to 
burn. 
They 
started 
upstairs 
to 
cut 
open 
the 
doors, 
when 
suddenly 
the 
most heartrending shrieks were heard 
from the courtyard. 
Baron Plinval 
and Mme. Mikea precipitated them­ 
selves from the window. 
A rush was 
at once made *for them and he was 
picked up in an unconscious condition. 
In his hand he clutched the rifle which 
had 
done 
such deadly 
execution, 
and in the other was a sword cane. 
No hope is held for the recovery of 
either Plinval or his inamorata. 
They 
were both taken to the hospital. 
The 
fire continued to burn in the Rue Jacob 
for some hours, and it was 5 o’clock 
this morning before it was finally ex­ 
tinguished.

Washington, June 29.—At the Mex­ 
ican legation it is stated that Gen. 
Sturm, who was in the City of Mex­ 
ico when Mr. William Henderson, of 
Indianapolis, published his statements 
about the reported bribery of Mexican 
officials, wrote a letter to President 
Diaz dated the 25th inst. In that letter 
Gen. Sturm says that Mr. Henderson’s 
statements are slanderous; that he 
(Sturm) gave up to his creditors the 
greater portion of the money he had 
received from Mexico; that he would 
leave the City of Mexico that day (the 
25th) for Indianapolis, Ind., to prose­ 
cute criminally Mr. Henderson.

T he year 1891 w ill to som e be th e finality. 
Such considerations m ake th is occasion ab­ 
sorbing and m om entous. 
T he first half of 
m y te x t is an indictm ent, “ A ll we like 
sheep have gone a stra y .” 
Some one says: 
“ Can you not drop th e first word? T h a t is 
too general; th a tsw ee p s too g reat acircle.” 
Some m an rises in th e audience and he 
looks over on th e opposite side of th e house, 
and he says: “ T here is a blasphem er, and I 
u nderstand how he has gone astray. A nd 
there in an o m er p a rt of th e house is a de­ 
frauder, and he has gone astray. 
A nd 
there is an im pure person, and he has gone 
a stra y .” 
S it dow n, m y brother, and look a t home. 
My te x t tak es us all in. 
I t sta rts behind 
the pulpit, sweeps th e circu it of th e room 
and com es back to th e point w here it 
started , w hen it says: “ A ll we like sheep 
have gone a stra y .”

In a few m om ents they are to rn 
of th e hedges and they arc plashed of the 
ditch, and th e lost sheep never gets hom e 
unless th e farm er goes afte r it. 
T here is 
nothing so th o roughly lost as a lost sheep. 
I t m ay have been in 1857, d u rin g th e finan- 
ial panic, o r d a rin g th e financial stress in 
the fall of 1873, w hen you got astray. 
You 
»I m ost becam e an atheist. 
You said, 
‘W here is God, th a t honest m en go dow n 
and thieves prosper?” Y ou w ere dogged 
of creditors, you were dogged of th e banks, 
you w ere dogged of w orldly disaster, aud 
Some of you w ent in to m isanthropy, and 
some of you took to stro n g d rin k , and o th­ 
ers of you fled o u t of C hristian association, 
and you got astray.

Long a fte r th e crow ds had gone 
how ever, curious boys clam bered over 
th e piles of brick.

Seeking His Dead Brother 
“ My brother is covered up th ere ,” 
said Jam es Hagency as he rushed to 
the pile of w reckage and commenced 
lifting a t the heavy tim bers. 
He was 
taken to one side by friends, and then 
hundreds of 
w illing hands w ent to 
work. Some used th eir hands to throw 
the brick; others had shovels. 
The 
hook and ladder w as on the ground, 
and the big hooks and tackle came to 
good service. T he ropes were fastened 
to the heavy tim bers and sections of 
flooring, and hundreds of men grasped 
the ropes and raised the wreckage.

w as not u n til after an hour's hard 
w ork th a t one of the men shoveling in 
the center of the w est room called out:

The w orkm en had uncovered his 
head; the rest of the body, w hich was 
in a sitting position, w as covered w ith 
brick and m ortar.

more and th e body w as lifted out, 
signs of life appearing.

cued, H ageney did not show as m any 
bruises as the other victims.

did not appear to be crushed, yet there 
w as considerable blood on the top of 
th e head. 
His legs were broken in 
one or more places.

October 9, 1795, th e tow n of N orth­ 
field, M assachusetts, ‘voted to settle 
th e w orthy Sam uel Clesson A llen in 
th e gospel m inistry over us;” 
‘voted 
to give Mr. A llen one hundred and 
tw enty pounds law ful money annually 
during his continuance in th e m inistry 
am ongst us.” 
He accepted October 23 
and was ordained November 25, of 
th a t year. 
He preached tw o years 
and then studied and practiced law 
He becam e senator in th e M assachus 
e tts legislature in 1812, 1815 and 1831 
a 
m em ber

congress from 1817 
to 1820. 
and 
counsellor 
in 
1825 
1830; and w as one of th e m ost 
learned m en in New England. 
He 
raised a large fam ily of children. One 
of them , Sam uel C. Allen, J r., w as a 
m em ber of th e M assachusetts legisla­ 
ture from 1837 to 1843; for years he 
w as an officer in the Boston Custom 
House, and then a postm aster in Blast 
Boston u n til his death. 
A nother, 
Frederick II. Allen, w as a law yer, and 
for m any years a d istrict judge in 
M aine. 
A daughter, Sarah Allen, w as 
m arried to Jo h n Appleton, chief jus­ 
tice of th e suprem e court of Maine. 
A nother, E lisha H. Allen, w as a law ­ 
yer, and chief justice under th e gov­ 
ernm ent of th e Sandw ich 
islands. 
D uring the la st years of his life he 
was m inister plenipotentiary from the 
Sandw ich islands to th e governm ent 
of th e U nited States, and became dean 
of th e diplom atic corps a t W ashington.
